Applicant's arguments are substantially similar to those previously presented. Hanson is used by the examiner to teach an object list 
file of available network devices. Figure 5 of Hanson (also column 5 lines 36-40) teaches a list of available network devices, each device 
can be polled as to its current status (see Hanson Figure 3 item 61, and Figure 4, in association with Figure 5).
